mann, if finally confirmed, is interpreted as a pan-German victory. 
This viey is strengthened by the report that Admiral von Hintze 
will succeed Kuehlmann as he is not only close to the Kaiser but 
is friend and supporter of von Tirpitz and Admiral Scroeder, lead- 
ers of the Belgian annexationists. It may be considered a pan- 
German victory but he will not be quite so dangerous for the 
Allies as one of the Kuehlmann type, who was master of Ger- 
man plans of conquest under the trickery of a peace offensive 
which gave Allied pacifists debating material.

ITALIANS ffRESS FORWARD 


IN ALBANIA

London, July 10.—The resignation of Foreign Minister Kuehl- 


mann, if finally confirmed, is interpreted as a pan-German victory. 
This viey is strengthened by the report that Admiral von Hintze 
will succeed Kuehlmann as he is not only close to the Kaiser but 
is friend and supporter of von Tirpitz and Admiral Scroeder, lead- 
ers of the Belgian annexationists. It may be considered a pan- 
German victory but he will not be quite so dangerous for the 
Allies as one of the Kuehlmann type, who was master of Ger- 
man plans of conquest under the trickery of a peace offensive 
which gave Allied pacifists debating material.
